VITAL  STATISTICS 
Births 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  256,  as 
compared  with  265  for  the  previous  year.  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate 
was  17*8,  as  compared  with  18,3  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  17.7. 

Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year 
was  3,  as  compared  with  2  for  the  previous  year.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  (i.e.  deaths  under  1  year  per  1,000  live  births)  was  11.7,  as 
compared  with  7.5  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  18.9.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  34.3,  as  compared  with 
14.8  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  Wales  was  26.3. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  of  the  population  was  10.4,  as 
compared  with  11  .1  for  the  previous  year.  'The  Death  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  11.7.  Of  the  total  deaths  for  all  ages,  namely  238,  128 
occurred  in  people  aged  75  years  and  over. 


IMMUNISATION 


Details  of  immunization,  which  in  the  main  relate  to  children, 
are  set  out  in  the  Report  proper.  To  determine  the  immunized  state  of 
the  children  I  have  adopted  the  method  of  totalling  the  number  of  child¬ 
ren  born  in  1965  and  who  have  been  immunized  either  in  1 966  or  1965.  The 
following  Table  shows  the  immuni*ation  state  of  children  born  in  1965  and 
who  were  immunized  against  various  infectious  diseases  either  in  1965  or  1 966 .

Smallpox 


The  number  of  vaccinations  of  children  under  2  years,  i.e. 
children  born  in  1965  or  1966  was  156.  Tie  av  " ■"  go  birth  rate  for 
these  two  years  is  260.5,  and  based  on  this  figure  the  percentage  of 
children  vaccinated  under  the  ago  of  2  years  is  6(ty.  The  total  number 
of  primary  vaccinations  carried  out  on  children,  aged  up  to  15  years s 
during  the  year  1966,  was  I87.  Based  cn  a  birth  rate  of  260.5  the 
percentage  of  children  vaccinated  at  school  leaving  age  is  71  .7/6.  The 
percentage  of  children  in  theiv  second  year  of  life  vaccinated  against 
Smallpox  for  England  and  Wales  is  58/6° 


FLUORIDATION 

In  my  Annual  Report  to  the  Council  for  the  year  1 963  I  made 
a  comprehensive  report  on  this  subject.  I  made  mention  in  cry  report 
that  23  Local  Authorities  out  of  the  total  of  56,  which  comprise  the 
County,  i.e„  63.8/  had  voted  in  favour  of  Fluoridation  and  that  the 
Somerset  County  Council  had  received  a  report  dealing  with  Fluoridation 
from  their  own  Committee,  which  ais .  advised  in  favour  of  Fluoridation. 

Despite  the  foregoing  the  Somerset  County  Council  voted  against 
Fluoridation,  the  voting  being  3'.  against,  5V  in  favour,  and  9  abstentions. 

In  his  Annual  Report  f-  ’  par  Vty,  Dr0  D.  C„  H.Lycett, 

County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Wiltshire,  wrote  as  follows:-' 

"At  the  end  of  the  year  93  authorities,  covering  almost  half 
the  population  of  England  and  Waj  3,  had  resolved  in  favour  of  fluoridation 
of  water.  At  tie  time  of  writing  (August  196b),  authorities  covering  over 
two-thirds  of  the  population  have  eg  aeC  t  It  is  most  unfortunate  that 
Wiltshire  should  be  among  ii?  author  '.tj.es  ..do  have  rejected  it.  On  the 
average  three  yea:.:  old  children  I  n  ling  rf  Tnor idated  water  .have  three 
times  as  much  dental  de.ay,  and  five  year  olds  have  twice  as  much,  as  those 
in  areas  where  the  supply  is  fluoridated,  apart  from  the  lasting  benefit 
of  fluoridation  to  older  persons.  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  this 
state  of  affairs  can  give  much  satisfaction  to  anyone." 

Apropos  of  the  same  subject,  Dr..  W„  McCormack,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  London  Borough  cf  Harrow,  reporting  on  Fluoridation  stated 

"The  question  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  was  considered 
by  the  Health  Committee  in  the  light  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  15/65. 

The  Committee  met  representatives  cf  the  Harrow  Committee  against  Fluoridation 
to  hear  their  views  on  the  matter,  considered  my  f"  report  and  then 
resolved  to  recommend  to  the  Council  that  arrangements  be  made  for  the 
addition  of  fluoride  'be  bhe  Borough's  rater  supplies.  This  recommendation 
was  fully  debated  and  finally  adopted  by  the  Council.  There,  because  it  • 
is  impracticable  for  the  ’ater  Company  to  provide  fluoridated  water  in  only 
part  of  its  area,  th<  matter  rests  until  such  time  as  there  is  unanimity 
among  the  various  local  health  authorities  within  the  Water  Undertakers 
statutory  area  of  supply 0  When  ere  considers  the  amount  of  time  and  money 

that  must  have  been  expc.de:'.  over  the  who1  e  country  in  arguing  and 
publicising  the  'pro;  and  cc^s?  of  flucrAdatic-n  and  then  considers  the 
monumental  mass  of  scientific  and  medical  evidence  proving  the  efficacy 
of  1 luoride  as  a  caries  inhibitor,  cne  wonders  whether  this  should  not 
have  been  decided  centrally  rather  than  left  for  local  decision." 


Again,  in  the  1963  Annual  Report,  I  wrote 

(1)  There  is  ample  evidence  to  show  the  need  for  improved  preventive 
treatment  of  disease  of  the  teeth. 

(2)  Tha'1  fluoridation  is  the  best  practicable  means  available  at 
present. 

(3)  That  the  improvement  achieved  in  children  extends  into  middle  age. 

(A)  There  are  no  medical  contraindications  to  fluoridation. 

(5)  That  the  opposition  to  fluoridation  is  mainly  due  to  ignorance, 
apathy  and  groundless  prejudice. 

(6)  Relevant  to t he  above  an  appeal  against  the  decision  of  Mr,  Justice 
McGregor  that  the  Lower  Hutt  population  (New  Zealand)  were  entitled 
in  la v/  to  add  fluoride  to  water,  was  considered  by  the  Judicial 
Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  who  upheld  the  decision  of 

Mr,  Justice  McGregor.  Lord  Upjohn,  member  of  the  Judicial  Committee, 
quoted  from  the  judgement  of  Mr,  Justice  McGregor,  when  he  said:- 
’I  was  satisfied  on  the  evidence  that  (l )  there  is  a  high  incidence 
of  dental  caries  in  New  Zealand  generally;  (2)  there  was  almost  a 
complete  absence  or  at  least  a  'igh  deficiency  in  the  fluoride 
content  of  the  natural  artesian  well  water  supply  of  Lower  Hutt: 

(3)  that  the  absorption  of  fluoride  has  a  substantial  effect  in 
reducing  the  incidence  of  dental  caries,  especially  in  young  child¬ 
ren;  (if)  there  are  no  deleterious  or  toxic  effects  on  the  human 
body  from  the  absorption  of  fluoride,  more  emphatically  in  the 
minute  proportion  of  one  part  per  million;  (5;  any  surplus  fluoride 
taken  into  the  body  is  excreted  without  harmful  results;  and  (6) 
tablets  or  other  vehicles  for  the  talcing  of  fluoride  are  unsatisfactory 
in  that  the  required  regularity  with  children  would  not  be  achieved, 
and  natural  water  is  the  only  really  satisfactory  vehicle.’ 

The  County  Council  iniiay  19&3  circularized  all  Local  Authorities 
to  obtain  their  views  on  Fluoridation.  Their  refusal  to  implement  the 
decision  of  the  Local  Authorities  who  voted  strongly  in  favour  of  Fluoridation, 
i.e.  23  authorities  in  favour,  13  against,  would  appear  to  be  a  negation 
of  democratic  government.  A  fluorine  content  of  1  part  per  million  in 
water  is  essential  if  Somerset  children  are  to  have  the  minimum  incidence 
of  dental  disease.  According  to  the  County  Analyst,  the  majority  of  water 
supplies  in  the.  County  contain  less  that  0.1  part  per  million,  as  compared 
with  the  required  minimum  of  1  part  per  million.  This  deficiency  can  be 
rectified  by  Fluoridation  and  only  by  Fluoridation. 


As  in  my  previous  Annual  Reports,  I  should  like  to  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  kindness,  courtesy  and  helf  I  have  invariably  received 
from  the  members  of  the  Council  and  Officials.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  YEAR 


The  statistics  furnished  by  the  Registrar  show  the  number 
of  births  and  deaths  after  cor < ection  has  been  made  for  transfers  to  the 
normal  place  of  residence  of  the  individuals  concerned.  From  these 
figures  can  be  calculated  the  "crude"  birth  anddeath  rates.  As, 
however,  the  highest  mortality  occurs  at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  and 
industrial  areas  tin  general  have  a  bigger  proportion  of  people  living 
in  the  middle  age  periods  of  life,  some  correction  must  be  made  for 
the  irregularities  of  distribution  as  regards  age  and  sex,  as  other¬ 
wise  the  death  rate  will  afford  no  accurate  means  of  comparing  the 
healthiness;  of  one  district  with  another.  This  comparability  factor 
is  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  and  applied  to  the  "crude" 
birth  or  death  rate,  gives  a  standardised  rate  and  enables  comparison 
to  be  made  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wale s ,  or  with  rates  of  other 
districts ,

HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE 

The  House  Refuse  scheme  continues  to  operate  by  direct 
labour,  using  two  16/24  cubic  yard  rear  loading  vehicles. 

Weekly  collections  arc  made  in  Ansford,  Bruton,  Castle 
Cary,  Milbornc  Port  and  Wincanton,  involving  a  population  of  7>500. 
The  remainder  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying 
and  isolated  premises,  he.s  a  collection  each  fortnight. 

Tipping  has  ceased  at  Mapcrton  though  the  salvage  depot 
on  the  site  remains  in  use. 


Flooding  at  the  Bowden  tip  ha.s  caused  serious  difficulty 
and  the  lease  conditions  restricting  the  use  of  certain  poisons  is 
causing  difficulty  in  keeping  down  rat  inf osta.tion. 

A  new  tip  at  Sparkford  expected  to  lc.st  5-7  years  came 
into  use  in  September.
